The 5th a general Proceffion was 
made from the Church of St. ary to the Convent 
of the Difcalzas reales, and the Religious Orders and 
Brotherhoods affifted at it, as did the Councils, and 
the 3 Prefidents of Caftilc, the Indies, and the Trea- 
fury. We have Advice from Cacalonia, that feveral 
Parties of Miquelets had advanc’d to the Frontier, 
bur that moft of them had been defeated. One of 
thofe Parties thar advanc’d near Meqninenza, was 
put to Flight by Collonel Mahoni ; and 40 that got 
into a Bost to eicape overthe River, were all drown’d. 
On the other Hand, the Rebels have poffefs’d them- 
felves of Gandia, by the Treachery of the Garrifon, 
moft of which were Catalans of the Regiment of 
Horfe of Nebot, which joyn’d them; the Duke of 
Gandia happily efcap’d out of their Hands.

After the Count 
of Draskowitz had related to the Emperor the Par- 
ticulars of this Action, he told him that on the way 
hither he had heard a Report of a {econd Victory. 
Prince Ragotski is fied towards Zathmar, defigning 
from thence to retire to Poland. ’Tis believ’d he 
and the other Heads of the Hungarian Malecontents 
bad moft of the Gold or Silver Money of Hungary 
in their Hands; there being hardly any but Copper 
‘Money now to be feen in thai Kingdom. ’Tis cun- 
fidently reported, that General Rabutin having In- 
telligence of the Defeat of the Malccontents, fallied 
out of Hermanftad with a ftrong Devatchment, and 
falling upon the hiudmof + them kill’d 4000 ; as 
alfo that Gencral Herdeviie has taken by Srorm 2, 
Forts firuate near Zamofwer, putting all that were in 
them to the Sword, Coxnt Caroli excepted, who 


made his Efcape. General Schlick is fince return’d 


to Segedin with 3 Regiments of Horfe and 1 of Hun- 
garian Militia ; and General Herbeville having left 
half his Army in Tranfilvania, is come back with 
the other half to Great Waradin. A Letter written 
by Major-General Leffelhol%, Governor of Arath, 
rouching thefe Victories, is made publick, and con- 


‘tains in Subftance ; That 12 Huffars being arriv’d 


at Arath, That General Herbeville purfu- 
ing the econtents, took his March by Tallu, 
Claufenburg, Torta, Enneth, and Weiffemburg, to 
Zamos Eywar ; that Count Rabutin join’d him near 
Weiffemburg with 1000 German Horfe and 500 Hul- 
fars ; and that they had a fecond Action near Zamos 
Eywar, which was very bloody ; but that the Male- 
contents were intirely defeated, all their Foot being 
kill'd.; that 160 Pieces of Cannon were taken from 
them, asalfo a great number of Colours, Standards, 
e-Drums, and. all their Baggage, and that Ge- 
neral Rabutin purfu’d thofe who fled towards Pi- 
ftriz. The Relation brought to the Emperor ‘by 
Count Draskowitz, will be printed. P.S. The firft 
Action was on the rith of Noveinber between Som- 
blio and Silhay ; init nomore than 3 or 400 Imperi- 
alifts were kill’d: After which the Malecontents 
were again defeated near Zamofy war; and a third 
time (as is reported) by General Rabutin near De- 
ya ; but the laft requires Confirmation.

felves. General Kriechbaura’s Foot immediately 
pate'd the Bridge, being reinforc’'d by a Detachment 
of our Garrifon ; the faid Village was furrounded 
and atrack’d, and Order was given to fpare none. 
‘The Peafants begg’d Quarcer, but too late, and great 
Slaughter was made of them, at leaft 2000 of them 
were kill’d, a great number wounded, and feveral 


Hordred taken Prifoners : But thejr Horfe, and chief — 


Leaders made their Efcape. ’Tis faid their chief 
Officers were, a Frenchman nam’d Blan¢i who broke 
Prifon at Ulm. one Captain Meyet, a Lieutenant of 
the Regiment of Tattenbach, and an Adjutant of 
the Regiment of Luzelburg.
